Secretary Stimson 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 11.—That the!

Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson in i 
his annual report to the president yes- 
tercia y. 
He attributed this largely to the fact 
that the army was "scattered out over 
the country," in too many posts, and 
to the laek of reserves. The army on

tained, with miniature companies and 
troops, he i-huraiilorized ns ineffective j 
for any serious war service.

As to the unprcparedness of the army 


in artillery and ammunition, Secretary 
Stimson says that "at tho present rate 
of appropriation it is estimated that it 
would take more than tlfty years to 
secure a reasonable) supply of Held ar- 
tillery Kims, carriages and ammunition 
that would be necessary in tho event 
of war."

.startling statement that at a. conserva- 
tive estimate the expense per effectives 
rifleman in the United States army is 
between two and live times as much 
as any lirst class power on the conti- 
nent of Kurnpe.

ican soldiers 
reueive. This 
fact is 


staged as an 
illustration, Secretary 


ytiflison declares, of the extravagance 
of tho existing system of wide distribu- 
tion of the army.

RULE QUESTION 


The unionist leader in the. British parliament the other day made the 


statement that tho unionists will/ fight home rule for Ireland to the Insl 


flitch. They have been fighting it for the last generation, but they have not 


been able to stuy tbe progress of tho movement. The unionists were in the 


last ditch when they unsuccessfully fought the veto bill and to talk about 


another "Insl ditch'' probably refers to the threatened resistance in the north 


of Ireland, something which hns not been taken seriously, because there is 


no sincerity in it. It is merely :i. threat for political effect. 


Lord Salisbury n few .years before he died said Ireland would never get 


home rule. He runde several other predictions that have not done credit to 


his foresight as a. prophet and miother year or two will show that he was 


equally astray on I he home rule question. Home rule will come to Ireland 


s;s the abolition o£ the landlord system came, antl as various other radical 


reforms came. It is in the line of progress and cannot be averted by any 


power except by some, foolish action on the part of the Irish people them- 


selves, and this, judging from the loyalty to Mr. Hedmond, their astute 


]ea.der, is not regarded MS at all probable. 


If the fight has to be renewed, if the policy of constitutional methods 


has to be dropped and a different policy adopted that will be done by the 


whole Irish race. But such eventualities arc now out of the question. Eng- 


land is tired of ihc (rouble and so is Ireland, and it would be a serious 
detriment'to both to plunge- into a new struggle at i\ time when n settlement 
bonciU'ial In both is at hand. Premier Asciuilh and Chancellor George have 
done more to promote Ihc best interest- of both countries and to unite and 
harmonize (hesc peoples than did any British ministry in the last oOO years. 
Not even (hi! session of Grnttan's parliament was a circumstance to what 
Asqnith now proposes lo do for Ireland and indirectly for England.

THE TRUE COURSE OF UNION LABOR 


We do not believe that union labor will lose any of its vital force as a 


result of the crime for which two men have been sent to prison 
at 
Los 


Angeles. On the contrary i£ the unions make good use o£ the lesson oi' this 
crime, they will be stronger and more respected than ever. What; must be 
done lo atttaiu this end'? The answer to that question is obvious to every- 
bodv. The radicals, the men who would resort lo violence, must be driven 
to the rear; that is to say, they must not be put to (he front as leaders and 
rcprctienlalivcs to negotiate for the unions on any issue whatever. 
They 


must be suppressed as it were. We have had too much of this custom of 
making a, leader of the man who denounces capital most vociferously and 
who is"jnst hot-headed enough to resort lo violence when any excitement 
occurs. The unions cannot afford to ^e swayed by socialists who designate 
the wage earner as a wage slave and the employer as a plunderer of labor. 
Many employers keep their factories running during dull times at a loss in 
order to accommodate their employes; but. they seldom get credit for any 
such kindly disposition. Many others make very slight profits, while still 
others make enormous profits. It is the latter who injure the whole class | 
just as the radicals injure organized labor as a whole. Most of the trusts 
arouse the ire of organized labor, uud considering their methods, this is not 
at all surprising. Tho trusts of the country are at present on the toboggan, 
and they will soon have to do business on the level or not at all. The same 
day be'said of the men who would use violence in fighting the battles of 
labor. Let the policy of strictly legal and peaceful methods be adopted and 
adhered to with a firm hand; let no strike be declared if the strikers cannot 
win it without recourse to violence or violation of law. Let that policy be 


• fixed, permanent and inviolate and union labor will rise triumphant, over the 


stigma that has been cast upon it by the tragic occurrences at Los Angeles.

has come for the voters of Lowell to size up the candidates in a sensible 
manner in order lo select the men most competent to give the city a thor- 
oughly business-like and progressive administration.

would take inorc than iitty years to 
secure a rcasfonable supply of field ar- 
tillery Kims, fiirriaKos and ammunition 
that would be necessary in the event 
ui; war."

rillemmi in the United States army is

THE 
HOME RULE 
QUESTION 


The unionist loader in the British parliament the other day made the 


Ktnteinent that the unionists will flght home rule for Ireland to the last 


ditch. They have been fighting it for the last generation, but they have not 


been able to stay the progress of the movement. The unionists were in the 


last ditch when they unsuccessfully fought the veto bill and to talk about 


another "last ditch" probably refers to the threatened resistance in the north 


of Ireland, something which has not been taken seriously, because there is 


no sincerity in it. It is merely a threat for political effect. 


Lord Salisbury ;t few years before he died said Ireland would never get 


home rule. He made several oilier predictions that have not done credit lo 


iiis foresight as a prophet and another year or two will show that he was 


ctjually astray on (lie homo rule-question. Home rule will come to Irolnml 
;:s the abolition of the landlord system came, and as various other radical 


reforms came. It is in the line of progress and cannot be averted by any 


power except by some foolish action on the part of the Irish people them- 


selves, and iliis, judging from the loyalty to Mr. Redmond, their astute 


leader, is not regarded as at all probable. 


If the fight, has to be renewed, if the policy of constitutional methods 


has to 
1 be dropped and a different policy adopted that will be done by the 


whole Irish race. But such eventualities are now out. of the question. Eng- 


land is fired of the trouble and so is Ireland, and it would be a serious 
detriment, to both to plunge into a new struggle at a time when u settlement 
beneficial to both is at, hand. Premier Asquith and Chancellor George have 
done more to promote (lie best interests of botli countries and to unite and 
harmonize Iheso peoples (ban did any British ministry in tho last nflf) years. 
Not even file session of Graltan's parliament was a ciretimstanco to what 
Asqiiilh now proposes to do for Ireland and indirectly for England. 


THE TRUE COURSE OF UNION LABOR 


We do not believe flint union labor will lose any of its vital force as a 


result, of the crime for which two men have been sent to prison at 
Los 


Angeles. On the contrary if the unions make good use of the lesson of this 
crime, they will be stronger and more respected than ever. 
What must be 


done to attfain this end? The answer to that question is obvious to cvcry- 
bodv. The radicals, the men who would resort to violence, must be driven 
to Ihe rear; that is'to say, they must not be put to flic front as leaders and 
representatives to negotiate for the unions on any issue whatever. 
They 


must be suppressed as it were. We have bad too much of this custom of 
making a leader of the man who denounces capital most vociferously and 
who is just hot-headed enough to resort to violence when any excitement 
occurs. The unions cannot afford to be swayed by socialists who designate 
(he wage earner as a wage slave and the employer as a plunderer of labor. 
Many employers keep their factories running during dull times at a loss in 
order to accommodate their employes; but they seldom get credit for any 
such kindly disposition. Many others make very slight profits, while still 
others make .enormous profits. 
It is the latter who injure the whole class 


just as the radicals injure organized labor as a whole. Most of the trusts 
arouse the ire of organi/.ed labor, and considering their methods, this is not 
at all surprising. The trusts of the country are at present on the toboggan, 
and they will soon have to do business on the level oT"not at all. The same 
may be said of the men who would use violence in fighting the battles of 
labor. Let the policy of strictly legal and peaceful methods be adopted and 
adhered to with a firm hand; let.no strike be declared if the strikers cannot 
win it without recourse to violence or violation of law. Let that policy be 
fixed, permanent and inviolate and union labor will rise triumphant over the 
stigma that has been cast upon it by the tragic occurrences at Los 'Angeles.

Water Works and Fire Protection, to include all'ihe boards and offices 


now connected with the water department and the city fire.department. 


Public Property and Licenses will include 
buildings, parks, 
public 


grounds, cemeteries, electrical, weights and measures and license commission. 


Is it not plain that none but a man of sound judgment, strict integrity 


und special training should be placed in charge of any of these responsible 
positions? 


Under the old charter i here. wn« little individual responsibility even for 


the mayor of the city as the city council did the work and authorized the 
expenditure Of money; but under the new ohnrlcr responsibility is directly 
placed upon the municipal council a« a whole, while each individual member 
will be held responsible for the departments specially assigned to him. Here 
then is a piece.of advice to every voter: Select i'or each of the departments 
Ihe man who from training, reputation and experience is, in your opinion, 
tost fitted to manage that department with success and for the benefit ol 
t'lio city.
